Christmas gift than

announcement 
that the St. Clair Ave. improvement now 
seem s assured. 
The far-sightedness of the Columbiana 
County 
com m issioners 
in 
approving 
a 
grant of up to $75,000 to help m eet the 
city’s share of the project has gotten the 
bail rolling again, with City Council now 
ready to revive enabling legislation for 
the work at a special session Friday night. 


Commissioners Jam es Boyd. Walter A. 
Hanston and Galen Greenisen have per­ 
formed an outstanding service both for 
East Liverpool and the county as a whole 
in their unanimous action to provide the 
funds which will help to resurface and 
widen the much-traveled traffic artery. 
Word that the com m issioners had acted 
must have been especially welcom e and 
encouraging to those others who have la­ 
bored so vigorously the past few years to 
set' the program m ove from the drawing 
hoards toward reality. It would have been 
most frustrating had they been forced to 
write off their efforts as a lost cause. 
Time and again visitors to East Liver­ 
pool have been heard to be loudly critical 
of St. Clair Ave,, branding it a disgrace 
to the com munity among other choice 
term s. And well they should be critical. 
They m erely were re-echoing the words 


of many, many local residents. With the 
project back on its feet, these words of 
condemnation 
should 
be 
replaced 
by 
words of praise in the not too distant 
future. 
Thet long-needed improvement of St. 
Clair Ave. should serve as a spur for 
even bigger and better things both local­ 
ly and county-wise.

The I’nited States, said the speaker, 
has nothing against Communist China that 
cannot be cured by a change of attitude 
in Peking 
U S policy is hinged on Yan­ 
kee patience 
Eventually. Red China will 
outgrow the prim itive M arxist doctrines 
that have hindered its developm ent and 
warped its outlook 
When that happens, 
the United States will be ready to renew 
direct contacts with the Chinese people 
Meanwhile, this country is keeping in 
touch with 
Peking through contacts in 
Warsaw. This was the official line drawn 
in the speech, which had been cleared 
by the secretary of State

less than Kennedy had original­ 
ly asked and $900 million less 
than he had finally set as a bot­

wasn't the last word 
The Sen­ 
ate hadn't voted yet 
And Johnson could hope that 
the 
Senate 
w o u l d 
approve 
spending at or near the $3 tv- 
billion ceiling 
and then, in 
a 
compromise between House and 
Senate, the final spending fig­ 
ure would be higher than that 
of the House even though lower 
than that of the Senate 
But—the House hadn t been 
content with just cutting money 
from foreign aid 
It added an 
amendment 
to 
prevent 
this 
country 
from 
giving 
Russia 
credit on the wheat it wants to 
buy from the United States This 
was a deep wound 
Johnson fought back with an­ 
other 
statem ent, 
saying 
we 
cannot 
oppose the 
spread 
of 
communism and 
promote 
the 
growth of freedom 
by giving 
speeches.” But this in its own 
way was just a speech It prob­ 
ably won t change a single Sen­ 
ate vote 
Now it s up to Johnson to per­ 
form He knows as he tries that 
the Congress and the country 
will be watching him 
It's his 
first big test. 


President 
Johnson 
made 
a 
w ise decision 
when he desig­ 
nated Earl Warren, chief justice 
of the United States, to serve 
as head of a 
com m ission to 
investigate all 
t h e 
circum- J 
stances 
s u r-^ 
rounding 
the 
a s sassination 
of 
the 
late 
President Ken­ 
nedy. T h e r e 
has been some 
criticism 
ex- David Lawrence 
pressed to the 
effect 
that 
a 
m em ber of the Supreme Court 
should not be asked to perform 
duties outside the scope of the 
court itself. 


In this case the advantages 
far outweigh the disadvantages. 
In Europe — especially in Eng­ 
land. where the pronouncements 
of a chief justice are looked up­ 
on as almost sacrosanct — the 
selection 
of 
Am erica's 
chief 
Justice has already created a 
feeling of confidence that no 
party or faction will control the 
final summation of the facts. 


All over the world there have, 
for 
instance, 
been 
questions 
raised as to whether Lee Harvey 
Oswald, the assassin, was tied 
up with some group inside or 
outside this country and whether 
all the facts have been revealed 


In 
Europe, 
s o m e 
absurd 
theories 
have 
been 
advanced 
that 
O s w a l d 
himself w a s 
promptly killed in order to sup­ 
press his connection with var­ 
ious groups. 


Under 
these 
circum stances, 
it s fortunate that not only is 
the investigating commission to 
be presided over by the high­ 
est judicial officer in the land 
but also that representatives of 
both parties in Congress have 
been appointed to the com m is­ 
sion, 


IT WTM. be noted, too. that 
J 
I^e Rankin, who served as 
solicitor general during the E i­ 
senhower 
administration, 
was 
appointed chief counsel of the 
investigating group 
He is an 
able lawyer and is known for 
his objectivity in dealing with 
controversial case* 


What can the report of the 
com m ission do for America and 
the world” It can assem ble the 
facts on which there is clear 
proof Obviously, nothing will be 
gained by indulging in specula­ 
tion as to the impact of national 
politics 
or factional strife on 
the disordered mind of an as­ 
sassin TTiis doesn't com e under 
the head of proof 
The evidence that has been 
published thus far shows plainly 
that Oswald was a psychopathic 
ca se from early youth He was 
in trouble in school at the age of 
13. 
and 
psychiatric treatment 
was recom m ended then but not 
carried out 
It w;l! do no good to attempt 
to blame society as a whole for 
failing to have every 
psvchtv- 
pathic 
individual 
put 
behind 
bars or otherwise incarcerated 


IT S 
I STORTI NATE 
that 
there has been speculation in 
the press concerning the reasons 
why Oswald wasn't locked 
up 


after the FBI interviewed him 
last September. 
There happen to be on file 
in the hospitals and institutions 
in the Dallas area the nam es 
of at least 4,000 persons who 
have been treated for mental 
troubles. Could the FBI have 
imprisoned them all for a few 
days? What then becom es of the 
legal rule that suspects cannot 
be held without arraignm ent0 
Nor will it serve any good 
purpose to lay part of the blame 
to the fact that Mr. Kennedy 
him self permitted 
the parade 
route to be changed four days 
before the tragedy so that the 
procession would pass through 
an area of which the FBI and 
the 
Secret 
Service didn't ap­ 
prove because of dangers from 
persons in high buildings 
The fact is that the Presi­ 
dent gives the final orders, and 
chief executives 
have always 
taken such 
chances. 
Only 
in 
days ago m any a m ember of 
the government services charg­ 
ed with protecting Mr. Johnson 
on his trip to the funeral of 
Herbert Lehman in New York 
City would have been greatly 
relieved if the President had de­ 
cided not to go. 
An assassination happens so 
rarely that worldwide interest 
has naturally arisen concerning 
the 
motives 
of the assassin. 
Some superficial - minded per­ 
sons in the clergy and in po­ 
litical life promptly accused the 
“extrem e right" of having fo­ 
mented the crime. 
The Russian press was quick 
to grab the idea 
and broad­ 
cast the charge that American 
“reactionaries" had plotted the 
deed 
But in 
a day 
or so it 
becam e known that Oswald had 
been to Russia 
and had once 
been anxious 
to em brace com ­ 
munism. 


THIS AFFORDED an oppor­ 
tunity for those on the “right" 
to turn the table* and accuse 
the “left." especially when it 
was disclosed that Oswald had 
actually tried to kill Gen Edwin 
A 
Walker, 
who 
has 
been 
a l i g n e d with “ right wung" 
causes 
Some m embers of Congress, 
along 
with 
prominent 
clergy­ 
men. have unwisely insisted that 
“hate 
waves produced the as­ 
sassination 
I ts hard to accept s u c h a 
thesis about som eone who has 
been on both sides—one day for 
Russia and the next day against. 
The more evidence com es in. 
the more it appears that a ment­ 
ally 
unbalanced 
man 
with 
a 
fascination

marksmanship 
bought a rifle by m ail, began 
practicing with it. and eventu­ 
ally decided to kill som eone rid­ 
ing by m an automobile in the 
vanguard of a street procession

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Security For Europe 
NATO Aims At Retaining 
Peace, Preventing War j

PARIS, France (By Airmail) 
—It was the first time, to our 
knowledge, 
that 
a 
security 
guard was stationed outside the 
conference room in which we 
were being briefed. We were 
impressed. 
The scene was North Atlantic 
Treaty 
Organization 
(NATO) 
headquarters here in the French 
capital. Speaking to us was an 
American Air Force general, 
a French Air Force general and 
a Canadian civilian representing 
the political side of NATO. 


AFTER THEY had finished, 
and at the conclusion of two 
days of high-level briefing, this 
conviction came through to me: 
NATO is an important organiza­ 
tion pioneering both in peace 
motivation and realization 
It is a regional alliance whose 
highest 
authority 
is 
civilian 
rather than military But it is 
the 
only 
organization 
which 
really represents the common 
interest of the West. 
And, because of it, a hot war 
is less likely today, barring an 
accident, 
than 
it 
was 
some 
years ago. Although no expan­ 
sion of NATO, relative to the 
number of participating coun­ 
tries, is visualized at the pres­ 
ent, neither is its demise anti­ 
cipated here. 


NATO SPOKESMEN, in pro­ 
pounding the basis for the con­ 
tinuation of NATO, say the mili­ 
tary threat to the West has de­ 
creased somewhat because of 
NATO—provided we don’t 
let 
our guard down. 
The alternative they contend, 
would be to risk a return to 
the conditions existing in 1949 
before NATO troops stood as 
sentinels along the Iron Curtain 
Asked 
if 
French 
President 
Charles de Gaulle’s unwilling 
ness to integrate more of his 
forces under NATO would havf* 
a deleterious effect on the or­ 
ganization and ultimately cause 
it to collapse, the French gen 
eral expressed the belief that 


F rance’s position frequently is 
misunderstood in this m atter. 


THE POINT was made that, 
although many French troops 
were not placed under NATO 
control, 
they still 
would 
be 
available and would be used if 
and the enemy invaded. 
Gen. De Gaulle was quoted 
as 
having said: 
“ Although I 
m ay at tim es prove a difficult 
ally, I AM an ally.” 
So, although NATO works on 
the principle of unanim ity, it 
cannot always be achieved. De­ 
spite this — or perhaps because 
of it — NATO spokesmen be­ 
lieve a kind 
of 
international 
democracy is being 
achieved! 
through the m utural give and 
take between and among Euro­ 
peans 
and 
North 
Americans 
working together and integrat­ 
ing their peoples in a common 
cause. 


ALTHOUGH it was 
pointed 
out clearly that NATO in no 
way seeks to 
compete 
with, 
rival or supplant 
the 
United 
Nations. I could not help but 
see the potential inherent 
in 
NATO, combined with SEATO 
(Southeast Asia T reaty Organ­ 
ization), to form the nucleus of 
a world forum 
for 
non-Com- 
munist nations should the Com­ 
m unist bloc ever bring about 
the 
d e a t h 
of 
the 
United 
Nations. 
In the cold war on the social 
and 
economic 
fronts, 
NATO 
takes no action under its own 
name. But action is planned in 
conference around the council 
table and ultim ately is taken 
under a national flag. 
One Soviet economic monopoly 
was broken completely in this 
manner. 
National feelings of independ­ 
ence and national sovereignty 
always have plagued undertak­ 
ings such as NATO. But, de­ 
spite this, NATO, in its first 
14 years, is credited with having 
created the atm osphere of se­ 
curity which is responsible in 
large part for Europe s flour­ 
ishing economy today
